SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The publication is predominantly comprised of scenes depicting women undergoing 
acts of bondage, pain, cruelty and sexual activity without consent. The overall tenor of 
the publication is to promote and support such activities for the purpose of sexual 
arousal of the viewer. The publication promotes and supports the use of violence and 
coercion to compel people to submit to sexual conduct, and promotes and supports 
acts of torture and the infliction of extreme cruelty as outlined under s3(2)(b) and 
s3(2)(f) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. Because s3(2) 
is a deeming provision, it cannot be given a meaning consistent with the rights and 
freedoms contained in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 and it 
consequently overrides s14. Therefore, in accordance with s3(2) of the Films, Videos, 
and Publications Classification Act 1993 the publication is classified as:
